of agriculture fruit and truck branch 
experiment station has been growing 
many varicites of peaches, plums, ap- 
ples, grapes, berries, nnd other fruits 
to determine those which are best 
adapted to south Arkansas. Results 
show that some varieties of fruits arc 
well adapted to south Arkansas, while 
others arc practically worthless, states 
G. W. Ware, assistant director in 
charge. 


Of 75 varieties of peaches tested, the 


Early Hose and Fair Beauty arc good 
early varieties for homo and commer- 
cial use. The Mamie Ross and Roches- 
er arc high producing mid-season 
'arietics for home use, and the Elberta 
ontinues as a good general purpose 
ate July peach. The Chilow is a prom- 
s;ng medium size pickling variety. 


A test embracing 35 varieties of 
ilums shows that Happiness. Methly, 
:apa, America, Opata and Gold, listed 
n order of maturity, nre comparatively 
ood yieldcrs. 
Grapes are reputed not to do well 
ommcrcially in south Arkansas. Of 
:bc 65 varieties tested, several have 
made satisfactory yields for home use. 
They include Early Daisy, Delaware, 
Campbell's Early, Niagara, Augustina, 
Herbert, Muench, Ellen Scott and Con- 
cord. 


Of a large number of blackberry va- 


rieties on trial, the Oznrk Beauty is the 
outstanding one. It is a large, firm, 
small seed berry of good quality. The 
vines are vigorous and erect. Mercc- 
reau, Dallas and McDonald are other 
varieties which have made the best 
showing to date. 


Lucreia has been the outstanding 


dewberry on the station. The Thorn- 
less Dewberry has shown promise, and 
the Youngberry (n cross between the 
Loganberry and the Dewberry) is well 
worth trying.

Red River Survey 
Nearly Completed

Construction of 36-Mil- 


lion-Dollar Dam 


DENISON, Tex.-Signaling the near 


completion of the $500,000 Red river 
survey, which is being made to deter- 
mine the economic feasibility and en- 
gineeri.ig advisability of building a 
$36,000,000 dam at Dcnison, Texas, ap- 
proximately 50 members of the gov- 
ernment project have already finished 
their work and have been dismissed 
from the dam survey personnel. An 
additional 85 men, who have been 
working with this project, will be 
through on January 1. 


Plans for the dam and reservoir are 


being perfected to the extent that ac- 
tual construction of the dam can be 
undertaken immediately in the event 
the project should be approved after 
the survey has been completed and its 
findings submitted. If the project is 
approved between 3,000 and 5,000 men 
would be put to work at once clearing 
the bototm lands which would be in- 
directly employed on the project ac- 
cording to reports by civil engineers. 
Employment of these men on the Red 
River Valley project would greatly 
reduce unemployment in this valley 
between Wichta Falls and Shreveport.
